Our  prices  include  the  payment  by  us  of  postage  on  all  garden  seeds  or- 
dered by  the  packet,  ounce,  1-4  lb.,  1-2  lb.,  and  pound,  except  on  Peas,  Beans, 
and  Sweet  Corn,  on  which  add  8c  per  pound  for  postage  if  ordered  by  mail. 
We  do  not  prepay  postage  on  Field  Seeds.  All  freight  and  express  shipments 
are  at  purchaser’s  expense;  we  do  not  prepay  freight  or  express  charges. 

Parcel  Post  Rates 

do  not  apply  on  seeds,  but  packages  up  to  50  lbs.,  in  the  second  zone  and  20 
lbs.  for  greater  distances  can  be  sent  by  mail  if  desired.

Our  seeds  come  from  all  parts  of  this  country  and  many  of  them  from  for- 
eign countries,  but  we  favor  Northern  localities  in  buying  wherever  possible, 
as  the  northern  grown  stock  is  generally  earlier  than  that  from  southern 
sections.

ALSIKE  OR  SWEDISH  CLOVER 

This  is  one  of  the  hardiest  varieties 
known.  It  is  perennial  and  does  not  win- 
ter kill.  It  will  do  better  on  moist  land 
than  any  other  variety  of  clover  and  Is 
suitable  for  either  hay  or  pasture.  When 
sown  with  other  grasses  it  forms  a thick 
undergrowth  and  greatly  increases  the 
yield.  Perhaps  its  greatest  value  in  this 
section  is  as  a seed  producer,  it  never 
fails  to  seed  here  and  produces  a very 
high  yield  of  high  quality  seed.

Pasture  Mixtures 

We  do  not  offer  a prepared  mixture  for 
pastures,  preferring  to  let  our  customers 
buy  the  grasses  separately  and  do  their 
own  mixing.  In  this  way  the  buyer  knows 
exactly  what  he  is  buying  and  sowing, 
which  he  does  not  know  when  sowing 
a prepared  mixture. 

We  recommend  the  folloing  as  the  mix- 
ture best  adapted  to  our  soil  and  weather 
conditions  and  claim  it  will  carry  more 
stock  per  acre  and  produce  better  feed 
than  any  other  mixture  you  can  sow. 
Sow  20  lbs.  per  acre  as  follows: 

5 lbs.  Kentucky  Blue  Grass. 

5 lbs.  Meadow  Fescue. 

6 lbs.  Orchard  Grass. 

2 lbs.  Perennial  Rye  Grass. 

2 lbs.  Either  Red  or  Alsike  Clover. 

Some  may  object  to  putting  clover  in 
a miture  for  fear  of  bloating  stock,  but 
it  is  absolutely*  necessary  to  have  a le- 
gume in  grass  mixtures  in  this  country 
in  order  to  fertilize  the  grass  and  pro- 
duce a good  strong,  vigorous  growth.  It 
is  only  where  the  clover  predominates  in 
a miture  that  there  is  danger  from  bloat. 
We  have  recommended  and  sold  the 
above  mixture  for  five  years  and  know 
of  no  instance  where  bloat  occurred. 

Grass  should  be  sown  by  itself  and 
never  with  grain.  Sow  either  early  in 
spring  or  in  August.  Sow  broadcast  on 
well  prepared  ground  and  harrow  light- 
ly. Keep  well  watered  and  do  not  pas- 
ture the  first  season.  If  you  will  follow 
our  instructions  you  will  have  a pasture 
that  will  carry  the  maximum  number  of 
stock  the  second  season  from  sowing.
